Two-year old roses, large size shrubbery, fruit trees, etc., are 
too large to mail and must be sent by express. We recom- 
mend that customers instruct us to ship smaller sized plants 
also by express, when in our judgment it is best todoso. We 
can send larger plants this way and can leave most of the earth 
on roots,.which is of course much better for our customers. 
Express Charges must be paid by the purchaser, unless 
otherwise agreed. But we are careful to pack as light as safety 
of the plants will permit and add as many extras as we can 
afford to help cover charges, and since the expressage on 
plants, bulbs, etc., is now 20% less than regular merchandise 
rates, the cost of sending goods in this way, even to distant 
points, is quite reasonable. 


The Cost of Express Charges 


you can estimate quite closely with the following schedule. 
Use the rate named for the town nearest youand count the 
weight of two-year old plants when packed ready to express 
about as follows: 12 plants=15 lbs.; 25 plants=80 lbs.; 125 
plants=100 Ibs.; plants one year old 20 to 30 lbs. per 100 plants.
